Cecil: Cecil Alexander Logan was my father and he provided me with foundational skills that 
link us more as I grow older. He could have been anything he wanted to be and was 
intelligent despite an eighth grade education. He was a leader and this showed in his Union 
Work and Church Work. He was fair and made me realize that life would be a process of 
making choices. He realized that his example was not what it should be, but he tried to give 
me good council. He was strong and his handling of death was amazing. He told me thirty 
days before he died that he was prepared and that the Lord had allowed him six more years 
than 70. The pain he was experiencing was never mentioned. 
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A book could be written about "Choctaw", as he was called by fellow workers. His 
personality, fears, frustration, needs, depression, and failures. He was an underachiever. 
Raised in a loving household, his mother and father were "older parents" when he was born in 
1905. Times were hard and his natural rebellious nature led him to a life that would be filled 
with extremely hard work and hard times. He had to encounter many personal battles such as 
learning to walk after becoming paralized in the 30's with "Jake Leg" a condition caused by 
drinking some bad gin. He had the grit to accomplish that goal and later win the battle of 
alcoholism. Few people realize the resolve ofthe man. It is a pity that he was deprived 
from reaching his full potential.
